UnHbe Hev^ 
lock in the ladian wa r th e Sepoy re> 
bcllion of 1857 — who shot tbe unsuc- 
cessful leaders from the iiinullis of 
his cannon, we were invited back up- 
on nur paroles, to assume all the du> 
tieb ami obligations of citizenship. 
And a curious fact it is, that after 
thirty-three years of peace, with our 
country great and prosperous, more 
magnificent in her commerdel activi« 
ties and Industrial develo p msnte, aad 
grander in all tbat makee a people 
worthy of tbe age and dviliaaUou in 
which they live, yon will find that 
the confederate soldiers, through the 
agnanmity by whi. li their parolee 
were (jranttil them hy tlle^^e two great 
military mcii. ha\e pronled upon the 
supreme lieucli of the I nited Slates; 
they are senators aud memliers of 
congress of the t'nited Soites ; 
they are aiiihassadors aud 
ministere to foreign countries, honor- 
ed and tnmted. And you have to- 
day an enantpie tbat aowbore else 
under the sua oould oerur, except 
among {leople such ss these states 
have produced — that the uuly polit- 
ical, iliplomalic point, requiring cour- 
age, intellect, tact, integrity ami 
exceptional patriotism that you have 
had in thirty-three years of peace, is 
now tille<l by a msji)r-«euerai of the 
confederate army, wlio fought ai^ainst 
She.idan and Grant, aud who stands 
todsy ss the representative of the 
governnMnt of the Ueited Btei . 
with the entire oou fid euee «9d appr 
betton ci the AuMrieen people, iuthe 
oniplicatcd sitnation at Havana.
